WTu le Repu blicans and Democrats in the 
Ohio Statehou se w estle with and wrangle 
over the immediate problems of finding cash 
for welfare bills, a recommendation for re* 
organizmg the entire welfare administrative 
system in the state apparently has been 
lost sight of. 
That is natu ral, becau se the General .\s- 
scmbly d o ^ not meet again in regu lar ses­ 
sion u ntil .Janu ary 1963. 
The proposal represents 
a 
radical de­ 
partu re from past practice and does not 
enjoy anywhere near 
u nanimou s 
su pport 
among state and local officials. Bu t it ou ght 
to be inclu ded in any consideration of ways 
to meet fu tu re welfare problems tor these 
very reasons. 
It wou ld pu t total responsibihty for the 
administration of all welfare programs in 
the hands of the state, which wou ld su per­ 
vise the operations of cou nty offices and 
aboli.sh mu nicipal welfare agencies. 
It was recommended in a private report 
never made pu blic and su bsequ ently by a 
committee of Gov. DiSalle’s cabinet mem­ 
bers. A bill wa.s introdu ced in the legisla­ 
tu re last March ico-sponsored by Rep. Ber­ 
nice K. MacKenzie, D-Stark) to pu t it into 
effect, bu t the bill never got ou t of com­ 
mittee. 


THE REVISION wou ld not solve all the 


problems of welfare in Ohio. Bu t it wou ld 


certainly improve an impossible 
cu mber­ 


some administrative setu p which now im­ 


poses financial waste and du plicated effort 
on top of bu rgeoning relief rolls. 


The proposal is controversial. Some op­ 
position is pu rely political, some arises from 
a dislike for and fear of fu rther centraliza­ 
tion of government. 
Bu t it offers advantages which appear 
more attractive as the state and its su b­ 
divisions face continu ing crises in welfare 
programs. 
It wou ld permit u niform standards in all 
88 cou nties in the dispensing of relief pay­ 
ments. 
It wou ld permit u niform standards for 
and more efficient u se of personnel, all of 
whom wou ld be u nder state civil service. 
It wou ld permit the allocation of state 
fu nds to cou nties on the basis of need rather 
than a fixed formu la based on geography, 
popu lation and the size of tax du plicates. 
It wou ld end the needless du plication of 
effort that now resu lts from the existence of 
88 cou nty welfare departments, 51 child we- 
fare boards, .35 city relief 
agencies 
and 
88 cou nty 
soldiers’ 
and 
sailors’ 
relief 
commissions. 


IT IS OBVTOl'S that little real headway 
can be made in solving total welfare prob­ 
lems u ntil a more .sensible .system of ad­ 
ministration than the present one is in force. 
The specific proposal for u nification may 
be too controversial for the members of 
the legislatu re. The cabinet committee su g­ 
gested two other choices which represent 
compromi.ses. 
Seriou s thou ght ou ght to be going into this 
administrative problem so definitive action 
can be taken in the 1963 session of the 
General Assembly. 


Three Yea rs And Still (io iiig 


The Castro revolu tion in Cu ba now is three 
years old and still in motion. Tlie fact that 
revolu tions do not end at a given instant bu t 
ru n on continu ou sly from their beginnings is 
not easy to comprehend. 
Becau se Cu ba is only 90 miles from the 
United States there has been 
a 
special 
u rgency abou t reaching pat conclu sions. The 
first u rgency was to believe that Ca.stro was 
not a Commu nist, which many Americans 
yielded to in their haste to rationalize what 
had happened in the wake of Fu lgencio 
Batista’s heavy-handed regime. 
The next u rgency was to believe Castro 
himself was not a Commu nist despite the 
demonstrable fact he was being advised by 
Commu nists and despite the visible presence 
of Chinese Commu nists, Ru ssian Commu ­ 
nists and Czechoslovak Commu nists. 
This was followed by the u rgency to be­ 
lieve that thou gh he was beginning to rant 
and rave hike a Commu nist, Castro was 
essentially a 
h o m e gr o w n revolu tionist 
shrewdly u sing all the help he cou ld get 
from Commu nists, 
mu ch 
as 
U.S. 
labor 
leaders u .sed the professional organizers of 
the Commimist party to help them con­ 
du ct the great organizing campaigns of ver­ 
tical u nionism before and du ring World 
War II. 


THE PRESENT u rgency is to believe 
Castro is every inch a Commu nist, as he 
proclaimed himself to be on Dec. 2; that 
he never was anything else; that Cu ba is 
as C-ommu nist-donu nated 
as

(kimmu nist cou ntry and that the Cu bans 
themselves are to be thou ght of as card- 
carrying comrades in the international Com- 
mu mst conspiracy.

whatever other u rgencies may come in du e 
cou rse of time is that they try to make a 
completed form of something still taking 
shape. The Cu ban revolu tion is not over. 
The Commu nists in Cu ba know this fu ll 
well. Americans shou ld think abou t it too. 
One cu riou s explanation is being offered 
for Castro’s declaration last Dec. 2, It is 
possible he wanted to tell the world he was 
a Commu nist and always had been becau se 
he is afraid of being downgraded by the 
Kremlin, 
This wou ld amou nt to blackmailing the 
Kremlin, in the hope of getting more aid 
than he has been getting from Ru ssia and 
of making it difficu lt for the Kremlin to 
pu ll the ru g from u nder his regime in Cu ba. 


.A.NALYSTS who have looked closely at the 
text of the five-hou r harangu e in which 
(’astro proclaimed his belief in Marxism 
have fou nd signs he may have been trying 
to climb aboard Marxism in too mu ch of a 
hu rry. He confessed to knowing little abou t 
it and not being a confirmed Marxist when 
he finished his college edu cation. 
.Americans may have been readier to take 
Castro at his word than the assorted (Com­ 
mu nists he was addressing himself to. 
Is he a (Chinese Marxist or a Ru ssian 
Marxist? 'There’s a difference. 
Is he, perhaps, a Marxist only in the 
limited sense of believing in Karl Marx 
and the precepts of Nicolai Lenin, which 
wou ld make him different from being a Stalin 
Marxist and certainly different from being a 
Khru shchev Marxist? 
Or is he what he es.sentially has been 
since he became the leader of a Cu ban 
revolu tion—a catch-as-catch-can opportu nist 
who will pick u p any stick to beat a dog?

Nor cou ld it have been the su r­ 
rou ndings. Not often do labor lead­ 
ers get a chance to dine u nder Pi­ 
casso’s first cu bist piece or along­ 
side a tapestry of his “Gu ernica” 
— pictu ring more trou bled times 
in » Spain. Nor cou ld it have been 
the host, for they are fond of him 
indeed. 
It cou ld only have been the real­ 
ism of scientific politics. So it 
seems to me. For to dine with Nel­ 
son Rockefeller is considered even 
by the avant gu arde of the New 
Frontiersmen a great social and 
personal pleasu re. 
Yet s u c h labor leaders as the 
garment workers’ Dave Du bmsky, 
the men’s garment workers’ stu dy 
in dignity, Jacob Potofsky, the hat­ 
ters’ Alex Rose, Harold Garno, 
State A FIXIO secretary-treasu r- 
er, and six others did not accept. 
1 wmild gu ws they believed Nel­ 
son A. Rockefeller had not t h e 
slightest intention of retiring from 
politics or retreating from his u n­ 
derstandable desire to become 
president of the United States. 


THE EVTNTS of this night of 
which I write really began ju st a 
week after reports that he wou ld 
qu it his post, his party and his 
dreams. On Dec. 20, he telegraph- 
ed the 15 most important N c w 
York labor leaders, 
"There are,” said the governor, 
"many matters of mu tu al concern 
I w-ou ld like to discu ss with you 
and you r colleagu es relative to the 
forthcoming legislative session.

There was no dou bt in the minds 
of his gu ests that Mr. Rockefeller 
wou ld like to be the chief execu ­ 
tive of a nation making su ch long 
time plans.

now 
knows that when he ru ns for re- 


election in November, the men 
who came to dinner as well as the 
men who did not, will be bu cking 
him.

Kennedy , Other Lea ders

W.ASHINGTON 
From now on, after a year in 
office. President Kennedy more 
and more will be compared in 
policies, performance a nd per­ 
sonality with men who had his 
job or have one like it. 
Kennedy is more like former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and British Prime Minister Har­ 
old Macmillan than any other 
world leader of recent times. 
Hau ghty, stu bborn French Pres­ 
ident CJiarles de Gau lle is a com­ 
plete opposite. So is e a r t h y, 
bou ncy, extroverted Soviet Pre­ 
mier Khru shchev. So is former 
President Harry S. Tru man. 
Tru man was more ou twardly 
aggressive and the resu lt was a 
lot 
of conflict — for instance, 
with Repu blicans and particu larly 
Sens. Taft and McCarthy — which 
he seemed to enjoy. 


Some of his conflicts might 
have been avoided with different 
tactics bu t this is not to say he 
was wrong, given the time and 
circu mstances of his presidency. 
The cou ntry will 
be forever 
gratefu l to him for his decisive­ 
ness in beginning foreign aid, his 
military alliances and stiff-arm­ 
ing the Ru ssians. 
In all these areas, and a dozen 
others, there was conflict of one 
kind or another, 
Mu ch of his willingness to ac­ 
cept it and chance his political 
fu tu re on it no dou bt was in part 
a pnxlu ct of his early backgrou nd 
in Missou ri precinct politics. 
He played piilitics the way it 
had btx-n playtxl for generations. 
Bu t that way may not be si'cn 
again for some time if only be­ 
cau se the circu mstances of the 
presidency are different. 
In the Tniman years and all 
those that prectxled it—before a 
trigger pu l! on hydrogen missiles 
cou ld devastate 
a 
continent—a 
president cou ld afford to occu py 
himself more with domestic poli­ 
tics. 
Some other possibilities may al­ 
so explain the change which has 
taken place in the presidency as 
demonstrated by Kennedy and Ei­ 
senhower. For instance: 
I .American politics may be en­ 
tering a more sophisticated penod 
w'hen the traditional cat-and-dog 
fights betwfxm a president and 
his opposition !(X)k old fashioned 
and time-wastmg. 
Bu t more than the Kennedy-Ei- 
senhower 
presidencies 
will 
be 
needfxl to iJiow whether this is 
the case. 
2. It may be simply that Ken­ 
nedy and Eisenhower either think 
it shrewder and in the long ru n 
more fru itfu l to compromise and 
avoid brawls or they ju st don't 
have the stomach for siam-bang 
fights. 
To pu t it another way, it seem.s 
to be a necessary paat of their 
Mtu re ta tiimd « mbroii,neiit» . Ei- 


.senhower did that with Taft, Mc­ 
Carthy, and with everyone else 
when he cou ld. 
Bu t then, of cou rse, he didn’t 
come u p throu gh the American 
political system, either. Even as 
a general he had made a repu ta­ 
tion for avoiding open breaks and 
in getting opposing factions to 
work together. 
This is how he operated with his 
Democratic opposition. It is clear, 
after a year in office, that Ken­ 
nedy is following with his Repu b­ 
lican opponents the same cou rse 
Eisenhower 
pu rsu ed 
with 
the 
Democrats. 
Even thou gh this i.s a con­ 
gressional election year and he 
wants more Democrats in the 
Capitol, an au thoritative sou rce at 
Palm Beach let it be known Ken­ 
nedy is making a peace offering 
to Repu blicans before Congress 
opens for 1962; he won’t do any 
heavy politicking. 
Eisenhower went less than all- 
ou t on some of the programs he 
asked Congress to pass. Kennedy 
already has shown a great will­ 
ingness to compromise. 
Both men, like Macmillan of 
Britain, have shown an immense 
de.sire to avoid personal conflicts, 
which in a way is a gorxl method 
of staying popu lar, 
On the other hand: at a time 
when the Ru ssians have weapons 
ju st as su dden and terrible as 
this cou ntry's, Ixith Eisenhower 
and Kennedy mu st have felt the

Menshikov was depu ty director 
general of the United Nations Re­ 
lief and Rehabilitation Administra­ 
tion 
— 
u su ally 
referred to as 
UNRRA — and served in Poland 
ju st after World W'ar II ended in 
1945. 
His mission was to arrange for 
the distribu tion of UNRRA’s re­ 
lief su pplies. He handled his of­ 
fice in su ch a way that the food 
and clothing — largely su ppli« ! 
by this cou ntry — went only to 
Cbmmu nists and their followers. 
A su bcommittee of the Hou se of 
Representatives visited Poland in 
1945 to check u p on UNRRA’s 
operations. 
Here is an excerpt 
from its report as filed in 1946 
with the Hou se of Representa­ 
tives: 
"The temporary head of the 
UNRRA delegation was MiWiail 
Menshikov, a Soviet citizen, who 
wielded great control and influ ­ 
ence 
over 
the 
distribu tion 
of 
UNRR.A’s yet meager su pplies. 
“The distribu tion was limited to 
recipients who were active su p­ 
porters of or collaborators with 
the provisional Polish (Commu ­ 
nist) goverment. 
“Upon the committee’s retu rn to 
this cou ntry, it lodged a strong 
protest with the president of the 
United States and was happy to 
learn that soon thereafter Mr. 
Menshikov was recalled and his 
place taken by Brig. C. M. Dniry 
of Canada. 
"Since the committee’s retu rn 
to the United States it has kept 
in close and direct contact with 
UNRRA operations in Polarxi and 
has noted a great improvement 
both in ttie operation and in the 
distribu tion of relief su pplies.” 


IN THOSE DAYS they didn’t 
think of Menshikov as "Smiling 
Mike.” In fact, one Westerner 
who saw a lot of him on that mis­ 
sion in Poland described him in 
1958 this way: 


“The man was nothing bu t a 
hu nk of wood. He wasn’t amiable 
at all. If that doesn’t match u p 
with the way he is now, be su re 
it’s ju st a mechanical su rface 
change.” 
When Menshikov came to the 
United States early in 1958, the 
foregoing report by a congression­ 
al committee was referred to by 
this correspondent and by others 
in the press, and there was con- 
gres.sional criticism of the ap­ 
pointment. 
Rep. Timothy Sheehan, R-Ill, 
said in a speech to the Hou se: 
"The new Ru ssian ambassador 
to Washington, Mikhail Menshikov, 
seems to have been greeted as one 
of the new looks in Ru ssian di­ 
plomacy. However, m 1946, a con­ 
gressional committee pointed ou t 
that this same man was ru nning 
UNRRA operations in Poland and 
distribu ted the food, not to starv­ 
ing Poles on the basis of need, bu t 
strictly on the basis of being Com­ 
mu nist-party members. 
"Menshikov in distribu ting thi.s 
food claimed the credit for the 
Ru ssians rather than for Amer­ 
ica, who gave the food. 
“This proved a handy tool to win 
friends and influ ence many Poles 
to join the Commu nist movement.

WHILE IT WAS widely noted at 
the time that Menshikov was a 
tou gh and effective agent of Stalin, 
the United States govemmwit u n­ 
fortu nately ignored his record m 
Poland and did not declare him 
to be “persona non grata,” as it 
had a right to do when the Soviet 
proposal to send him to Washing­ 
ton was su bmitted to the Depart­ 
ment of State. 
What is even more su rprising is 
to find Americans prominent in 
official life — and even in t h e 
ranks of labor — attending last 
week a farewell party for Menshi­ 
kov at the Soviet Embassy. One 
wonders if moral indignation has 
become obsolete. 
It is strange that the behavior 
of Stalinists has not been su bject­ 
ed in recent months in the United 
.States to the same denu nciation 
which the Commu nists of today 
are themselves directing toward 
the Stalin regime. 
One wonders how du ring t h e 
last fou r years any American cw ld 
have “welcomed” or fraternized 
with Mikhail Meashikov. He shou ld 
have been isolated and boycotted 
from the day he arrived in Wash­ 
ington. He then wou ld long ago 
have been withdrawn by the Mo.s- 
cow government.

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Welfare Reform Iii 1963 


While Republicans and Democrats in the 
Ohio Statehouse wrestle with and wrangle 
over the immediate problems of finding cash 
for welfare bills, a recommendation for re­ 
organizing the entire welfare administrative 
aystem in the state apparently has been 
lost sight of. 
That is natural, because the General As­ 
sembly does not meet again in regular ses­ 
sion until January 1963. 
The 
proposal 
represents 
a 
radical de­ 
parture from past practice and does not 
enjoy anywhere near 
unanimous 
support 
among state and local officials. But it ought 
to be included in any consideration of ways 
to meet future welfare problems tor these 
very reasons. 
It would put total responsibility for the 
administration of all welfare programs in 
the hands of the state, which would super­ 
vise the operations of county offices and 
abolish municipal welfare agencies. 
It was recommended in a private report 
never made public and subsequently by a 
committee of Gov. DiSalle’s cabinet mem­ 
bers. A bill was introduced in the legisla­ 
ture last March (co-sponsored by Rep. Ber­ 
nice K MacKenzie, DStark) to put it into 
effect, but the bill never got out of com­ 
mittee.

problems of welfare in Ohio. But it would

aome administrative setup which now im­ 


poses financial waste and duplicated effort 
on top of burgeoning relief rolls. 


The proposal is controversial

It would permit uniform standards in all

It would permit the allocation of state 
funds to counties on the basis of need rather 
than a fixed formula based on geography, 
population and the size of tax duplicates. 
It would end the needless duplication of 
effort that now results from the existence of 
88 county welfare departments.

35 city relief 
agencies 
and 
88 county 
soldiers’ 
and 
sailors’ 
relief 
commissions 


IT IS OBVIOUS that little real headway 
can be made in solving total welfare prob­ 
lems until a more sensible system of ad­ 
ministration than the present one is in force. 
The specific proposal for unification may 
be too controversial for the members of 
the legislature. The cabinet committee sug­ 
gested two other choices which represent 
compromises. 
Serious thought ought to be going into this 
administrative problem so definitive action 
can be taken in the 1963 session of the 
General Assembly.

The Castro revolution in Cuba now is three 
years old and still in motion. 'Hie fact that 
revolutions do not end at a given instant but 
run on continuously from their beginnings is 
not easy to comprehend.

Kennedy, Other Leaders

WASHINGTON 
From now on, after a year in 
office. President Kennedy more 
and more will be compared in 
policies, performance a n d per­ 
sonality with men who had his 
job or have one like it. 
Kennedy is more like former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
and British Prime Minister Har­ 
old Macmillan than any other 
world leader of recent times. 
Haughty, stubborn French Pres­ 
ident Charles de Gaulle is a com­ 
plete opposite. So is e a r t h y , 
bouncy, extroverted Soviet Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev. So is former 
President Harry S. Truman. 
Truman was more outwardly 
aggressive and the result was a 
lot 
(rf conflict — for 
instance, 
with Republicans and particularly 
Sens Tafi and McCarthy — which 
he seemed to enjoy. 


Some of his 
conflicts might 
have been avoided with different 
tactics but this is not to say he 
was wrong, given the time and 
circumstances of his presidency. 
The country will 
be forever 
grateful to him for his decisive­ 
ness rn beginning foreign aid, his 
military alliances and stiff-arm- 
mg the Russians. 
In all these areas, and a dozen 
others, there was conflict of one 
kind or another 
Much of his willingness to ac­ 
cept it and chance his political 
future on it no doubt was in part 
a product of his early background 
in Missouri precinct politic*. 
He played politics the way it 
had been played for generations. 
But that way may not be seen 
again for some time if only be­ 
cause the circumstances of the 
presidency are different. 
In the Truman years and all 
those that preceded it—before a 
tngger pull on hydrogen missiles 
could devastate 
a 
continent—a 
president could afford to occupy 
himself more with domestic poli­ 
tics. 
Some other possibilities may al­ 
so explain the change which has 
taken place in the presidency as 
demonstrated by Kennedy and Ei­ 
senhower. For instance: 
I American politics may be en­ 
tering a more sophisticated period 
when the traditional cat anddog 
fights between a president and 
his opposition look old fashioned 
and time-wasting. 
But more than the Kennedy-Ei- 
senhower 
presidencies 
will 
be 
needed to show whether this is 
the case. 
2. It may be simply that Ken­ 
nedy and Eisenhower either think 
it shrewder and rn the long run 
more fruitful to compromise and 
avoid brawls or they just don’t 
have the stomach for ala rn-bang 
fights 
To put it another way, it seems 
to be a necessary past of their 
•attire ta tend embnoijfomu Ei­ 


senhower did that with Taft, Mc­ 
Carthy, and with everyone else 
when he could. 
But then, of course, he didn’t 
come up through the American 
political system, either. Even as 
a general he had made a reputa­ 
tion for avoiding open breaks and 
in getting opposing factions to 
work together. 
This is how he operated with hi* 
Democratic opposition. It is clear, 
after a year in office, that Ken­ 
nedy is following with his Repub­ 
lican opponents the same course 
Eisenhower 
pursued 
with 
the 
Democrats. 
Even though this 
is a 
con­ 
gressional election year and he 
wants more Democrats in the 
Capitol, an authoritative source at 
Palm Beach let it be known Ken­ 
nedy is making a peace offering 
to Republicans before Congress 
opens for 1962: he won’t do any 
heavy politicking. 
Eisenhower went less than all- 
out on some of the programs he 
asked Congress to pass. Kennedy 
already has shown a great will­ 
ingness to compromise. 
Both men, like Macmillan of 
Britain, have shown an immense 
desire to avoid personal conflicts, 
which in a way is a good method 
(rf staying popular. 
On the other hand: at a time 
when the Russians have weapons 
just as sudden and terrible as 
this country’s, both Eisenhower 
and Kennedy must have felt the 
day-by-day 
American 
political 
slugging of the past is small po­ 
tatoes compared with the greater 
conflict with eomtnnism. 


election in November, the men 
who came to dinner as well as the 
men who did not, will be bucking 
him.

Menshikov was deputy director 
general of the United Nations Re­ 
lief and Rehabilitation Administra­ 
tion 
— 
usually 
referred to as 
UNRRA — and served in Poland 
just after World War II ended in 
1945. 
His mission was to arrange for 
the distribution of UNRRA’s re­ 
lief supplies. He handled his of­ 
fice in such a way that the food 
and clothing — largely supplied 
by this country — went only to 
Communists and their followers. 
A subcommittee of the House of 
Representatives visited Poland in 
1945 to check up on UNRRA’s 
operations. 
Here is an excerpt 
from its report as filed in 1946 
with the House of Representa­ 
tives: 
“The temporary head of the 
UNRRA delegation was Mikhail 
Menshikov, a Soviet citizen, who 
wielded great control and influ­ 
ence 
over 
the 
distribution 
of 
UNRRA’s yet meager supplies. 
“The distribution was limited to 
recipients who were active sup­ 
porters of or collaborators with 
the provisional Polish (Commu­ 
nist) goverment. 
“Upon the committee’s return to 
this country, it lodged a strong 
protest with the president of the 
United States and was happy to 
learn that soon thereafter Mr. 
Menshikov was recalled and his 
place taken by Brig. C. M. Drury 
of Canada, 
“Since the committee’s return 
to the United States it has kept 
in close and direct contact with 
UNRRA operations in Poland and 
has noted a great improvement 
both in the operation and in the 
distribution of relief supplies.” 


IN THOSE DAYS they didn t 
think of Meashikov as “Smiling 
Mike.” In fact, 
one Westerner 
who saw a lot of him on that mis­ 
sion in Poland described him in 
1958 this way: 


“The man was nothing but a 
hunk of wood. He wasn't amiable 
at all. If that doesn’t match up 
with the way he is now. be sure 
it’s just a mechanical surface 
change.” 
When Menshikov came to the 
United States early in 1958, the 
foregoing report by a congression­ 
al committee was referred to by 
this correspondent and by others 
in the press, and there was con­ 
gressional 
criticism of the ap­ 
pointment. 
Rep. Timothy Sheehan, R-Ill., 
said in a speech to the House: 
“The new Russian ambassador 
to Washington, Mikhail Menshikov, 
seems to have been greeted as one 
of the new looks in Russian di­ 
plomacy. However, in 1946, a con­ 
gressional committee pointed out 
that this same man was running 
UNRRA operations in Poland and 
distributed the food, not to starv­ 
ing Poles on the basis of need, but 
strictly on the basis of being Com­ 
munist-party members. 
“Menshikov in distributing this 
food claimed the credit for the 
Russians rather than for Amer­ 
ica. who gave the food. 
“This proved a handy tool to win 
friends and influence many Poles 
to join the Communist movement. 
Now this same Russian is being 
openly received and acclaimed by 
many people in Washington who 
do not remember the facts of his­ 
tory.” 


WHILE IT WAS widely noted at 
the time that Menshikov was a 
tough and effective agent of Stalin, 
the United States government un­ 
fortunately ignored his record in 
Poland and did not declare him 
to be "persona non grata,” as it 
had a right to do when the Soviet 
proposal to send him to Washing­ 
ton was submitted to the Depart­ 
ment (rf State. 
What is even more surprising is 
to find Americans prominent in 
official life — and even in t h e 
ranks of labor — attending last 
week a farewell party for Menshi­ 
kov at the Soviet Embassy. One 
wonders if moral indignation has 
become obsolete. 
It is strange that the behavior 
of Stalinists has not been subject­ 
ed in recent months in the United 
States to the same denunciation 
which the Communists of today 
are themselves directing toward 
the Stalin regime. 
One wonders how during t h e 
last four year* any American could 
have “welcomed" or fraternized 
with Mikhail Menshikov. He should 
have been isolated and boycotted 
from the day he arrived in Wash­ 
ington, He then would long ago 
have been withdrawn by the Mos- 
row government.

The color film, “Heritage of 
Hope,” pointed up the^ prob lems 
faced b y b oth the victim and his 
family caused b y spells of con­ 
stricted b reathing and s h o r t - 
drawn b reath in severe attacks 
of asthma. 


The film showed scenes of the 
National Jewish Home, including 
the young patients fighting to re­

ing recovery. 


Dr. Schoolnic pointed out that 
asthma represents a 
s e r i o u s 
pha.se of an allergy, with 17 mil­ 
lion residents of the country af­ 
fected b y such irritations. Ten per 
cent of the population has serious 
asthmatic illnesses and 50 pe r 
cent have minor allergies, he said. 
He cited the development of 
new antib iotics in helping to treat 
asthma victims, and emphasized!

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - Pvt.

The 17-year-old soldier had been 
visiting his parents in Columbus 
Unable to arrange a flight back 
to Ft. Bragg, N. C., he thought he 
would have to hitch-hike.

Located at Denver in the Rocky 
Mountains, the home serves as a 
rehabilitation center for young­ 
sters of all races and creeds who 
are victims of untractable asthma 
and other allergies. . 


The color film, "H eritage of 
Hope,” pointed up the^ problems 
faced by both the victim and his 
family caused by spells of con­ 
stricted breathing and s h o r t - 
drawn breath in severe attacks 
of asthm a. 


The film showed scenes of the 
National Jewish Home, including 
the young patients fighting to re­ 
gain their health, and some of the 
.services offered as treatm ent dur­ 
ing recovery. 


Dr. Schoolnic pointed out that I 
asthm a represents a s e r i o u s 
phase of an allergy, with 17 mil­ 
lion residents of the country af­ 
fected by such irritations. Ten per 
cent of the population has serious 
asthm atic illnesses and 50 p e r 
cent have minor allergies, he said.

U.S. To Airlift 3 More 
Battle Units To Germany

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 
posting cf two more U.S. Army 
battle groups in Germany will 
provide the makings of an air- 
transportable ! -igade that could 
deal with trouble in the Middle 
East, Africa or elsewhere. 
The Army high command has 
wanted for some time to create 
independent brigades in West Ger­ 
many and on Okinawa for such 
a 
purpose. 
The Okinawa-based 
brigade would be intended for use 
in the F'ar East and Southeast 
Asia. 
The Pentagon announced Tues­ 
day that three battle groups of 
the 4th Infantry Division, totaling 
about 6.000 men, will be airlifted 
to Germany for a NATO exercise 
from Jan 16 to F'eb. 12. 
Two battle groups will remain 
there after the end of operation 
"Long Thrust II” for additional 
training as elements of the Army 
Strategic Reserve in Europe. The 


third will return to Ft 
Lewis, 
Wash. 
Later, reportedly after several 
months, the two battle groups will 
be rotated back to the United 
States and replaced by other units 
of the 4th Division. In all, the 4th 
Infantry has five battle groups. 
The Defense Department said 
these elements would be available 
for use in an emergency. 
Funds for two independent trou­ 
ble-shooting brigades are said to 
lie included in the new defense 
budget soon to go to Congress. 
Army leaders have been thrnk- 
j ing in terms of paratroop units 
for such an assignment.
